It'was the turn of the company’s 
expert on the witness stand today, 
before the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission. He is Herbert 
B. Dorau, New York University 
economics professor, who has had 
a similar role for Bell companies 
in postwar rate cases.in eight 
other states. Two days of inten- 
sive, argumentative cross-examin- 
ation by company counsel of the 
other expert, Charles W. Knapp, 
accountant retained by Kansas 
City, ended yesterday with tem- 
pers on both sides somewhat 
frayed. 

Ratc of Return at Issue. 

The essential difference is over 
the proper rate of return to be 
allowed the company on its Mis- 
souri investment. Southwestern 
Bell representatives told the cor- 
respondent that Dorau would tes- 
tify, in effect, in favor of the 6.5 
Per cent rate of return the Mis- 
souri Commission has heretofore 
generally considered fair for utili- 
ties. They said also he would 
adhere to the present Missouri 
method of treating depreciation 
reserve, which has the effect of 
only partly deducting it from the 
rate base. Knapp has urged a 
rate of return of 4.85 per cent for 
Southwestern Bell, while the city 
of St. Louis suggested not more 
than 5 per cent. Both cities have 
called for complete deduction of 
the depreciation reserve. | 

The difference between Knapp’s 

485 per cent return and the 6.5 
per cent level would mean a dif- 
ference, roughly, of $1,600,000 to 
$2,000,000 in the profit_to be al- 
lowed the company, depending on 
fAlreatment of other factors. Dorau 
/had testified in Oklahoma that 
Southwestern Bell ought to earn 
at least a 7 per cent profit in 
that state. 

Southwestern Bell is seeking 
annual Missouri telephone rate in- 
creases of $3,250,000. By its fig- 
ures, this would yield return of 
elightly more than 5 per cent 
under the existing method of deal- 

"ing with depreciation reserve. 
- Questions by Commissioners. 

There was general speculation 
among those at the hearing as to 
what significance, if any, might 
be attached to questions from the 
bench by four of the five commis- 
sion members. Careful reading of 
the transcript of the _ session 
would seem to indicate that what 
the commissioners said was too 
guarded to give any positive hint 
as to their attitudes. 

Chairman Morris E. Osborn ver- 
ified his understanding’ that 
Knapp’s view was that utility 
rates to customers should be fixed 
in accordance with the cost of cap- 
ital. Osburn pointed out that his- 
torically cost of money has gone 
up in hard times, and he inquired 
if this theory would not lead to 
increased utility rates in such a 
period. 

Knapp asserted that this was 
not necessarily so as “economic 
equity would demand that the 
utility suffer along with the rest 
of the public.” Commissioner Kyle 
D. Williams, presiding in this case, 
pressed the point, asking how 
Knapp would apply his theory in 
hard times. Knapp replied that 
in such times new ne was 
“reduced to a trickle” and the 
utility’s capital costs would stem 
from a previous period when cost 
of money was lower. | 

Then Osburn asked what would 
happen to a utility with a bond 
issue falling due in hard times, 
confronted with a higher interest 
rate on a new issue. That cir- 
cumstance, said Knapp, would 
“call for a moratorium of debt.” 
The chairman explained that he 
was assuming a period of 6 or 
& per cent interest rates might re- 
turn, but Knapp said he did not 
believe this would occur, as -in- 
terest levels were lower now. He 
added that he felt the Federal 
Government, with a 250 billion 
dollar debt, would step in to main- 
tain the present relatively low 
interest levels. 

Rights of Investors. 

Miss Agnes Mae Wilson, com- 
missioner, entered the colloquy, 
asking if the protection given util- 
ity investors by regulatory com- 
missions and the courts was not 
founded on the “certainty of what 
the investor could rely on.” She 
called attention to the 65 per 
cent return policy the Missouri 
Commission has recognized, and 
asked, “What influence do you 
think it will have upon the in- 
vestor if the rate of return is 
lowered by this commission as you 
pro 2 

“It might have an unfavorable 
effect upon the investor,” Knapp 
responded, “but the thing is not 
one-sided; there is a customer or 
subscriber whose interest ought 
to he regarded as well. And there 
is necessity, {t seems to me, of 
striking an equitable balance be- 
tween the interests of the invest- 
ors and the consumers.” 

In reply to another question 
by Miss Wilson as to the effect 
of a reduced rate of profit on the 
marketing of utility securities, 
Knapp asserted that a utility cap- 
ital structure balanced to produce 
the most favorable cost of money 
should-result in a “cushion” to 
attr investors, 

Knapp testified that a return 
of 447 per cent on Southwestern 
Bell's investment would be suf- 
ficient to permit that concern to 
contribute its proportion of earn- 
ings to the parent American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., so that 
A.T.&T. could keep up its own 
usual $9 dividend. The 4.85 per 
cent return he recommended for 
Southwestern Bell, he insisted, 
would allow leeway for accumula- 
tion of surplus funds to help the 
business through hard times.

Two Held Here, Another 
in Memphis; Fourth 
Man Sought — How 
‘Circuit’ Operated. 


An automobile theft ring which 


has been transporting stolen ma- 
chines over a “circuit” between St. 
Louis, Memphis and cities in Mis- 
sissippi, has been broken up with 
the arrest of three men held as 
key figures, police reported today. 

Detectives said this is how the 
ring operated: Automobiles stolen 
in St. Louis were driven to Mem- 
phis, where fake bills of sale were 
obtained. Then the machines were 
transported into Mississippi, where 
certificates of title were secured 
and the automobiles were sold. On 
the return trip, the thieves stole 
autores in Mississippi, picked 
up f ulent bills of sale in Mem- 
phis and then, after obtaining Mis- 
souri titles, sold the machines 
here. 

Carl W, Bone, 18 years old, who 
gave an address in the 1200 block 
of Soulard street, and Harold Lay- 
man, 20, who said he lived in the 
1600 block of South Second street, 
were under arrest in St. Louis. 
Bone’s father-in-law, Henry Hins- 


was held in Memphis. Others 
named as members of the ring 
are being sought, 

Special Officers John Harmon 
and Harry Connors arrested Bone 
and Layman last Friday night in 
an automobile at South Wighth 
street and Ann avenue. In the 
machine were automobile appli- 
ances which had been stolen from 
a filling station at 9701 Tesson 
Ferry road, police reported, and 
at Layman’s home they found ac- 
cessories which had been stripped 
from an automobile parked on 
Lemay Ferry road. 

Detectives said Bone and Lay- 
man admitted stealing four auto- 
mobiles themselves and named a 
third St. Louisan, who is being 
sought, in four other automobile 
thefts. They asserted they had 
a grudge against the missing man 
and had broken into his garage 
to take the stolen accessories, it 
was reported.

U.S. ATTORNEY ASKS BALLOTS 
BE SAVED IN ST. CLAIR COUNTY 


A request that ballots cast in 
the St. Clair county primary elec- 
tion of last April 13 be preserved 
was made yesterday by United 
States Attorney William W. Hart 
in letters to election officials of 
that county. 

Hart said the request was made 
to assist the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation in its investigation 
of election irregularities in the 
primary. The investigation thus 
far, he said, has revealed evi- 
dence of violations of federal 
laws, but no authorization to pro- 
ceed with prosecutions has been 
received. 

Five election officials in the 
Twelfth precinct of East St. Louis 
have appealed convictions for con- 
tempt of court growing out of the 
election. They were convicted in 
the court of St. Clair County 
Judge C. C. Dreman. The FBI 
also is investigating the results 
in the Brooklyn precinct, adjoin- 
ing East St. Louis. 


CHOICE CATTLE PRICE RECORD; 
HOG MARKET ALSO JUMPS 


A new record for price of choice 
cattle was established at National 
Stockyards today, as prices con- 
tinued upward. The hog market 
also jumped, 

The new record was on the sale 
of 11 choice Angus steers by War- 
ren N. McGinnis of Schuyler 
county, Illinois, to Armour & Co. 
through the National Livestock 
Commission Co. The cattle 
brought $38 a hundredweight, 
surpassing the previous record, 
set yesterday, by $1. Two other 
sales of cattle today also were 
higher than yesterday’s record.

Board to Be Called Back 


to Enact an Earnings

The Board of Aldermen today 
adjourned until] Sept. 17, for the 
summer vacation, with the expec- 
tation that they would be called 
back into special session about 
July 21 to act on the proposed 
measure to provide a city earn 
ings -tax, 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann has 
announced he will call the board 


.jinto special session to enact the 


earnings tax law as soon as the 
state enabling act becomes effec- 
tive. 

Before adjourning for the sum- 
mer vacation period, the board 
passed a total of 40 bills. 

Among the bills passed was one 
to appropriate $40,000 for the re- 
pair of the east-west blacktop run- 
way at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Another appropriated $26,500 for 
the purchase of additional prop- 
erty at Columbia Bottoms for the 
city’s proposed second major air~ 


port. 
Pipe Line Funds Voted. 

Still another appropriation 
measure passed today set aside 
$125,000 as the city’s share of the 
cost of relocating the oil pipe line 
of the Shell Pipeline Corp. at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. Thi 
city is to bear half the cost 
project. , 

A fourth appropriation measure 
passed provides $27,563 for the 
condemnation of a two-block area 
in southwest St. Louis for use as 
a park and playground. The area 
is bounded by Pernod, Linden- 
wood, Jamison and Prather ave- 
nues. 

A bill providing for installation 
of a traffic stop sign on Grand 
boulevard at Osage street was 
passed by the board over Mayor 
Kaufman's veto. The Mayor had 
vetoed the measure after the city 
traffic engineer gaid the sign was 
not needed. os 

The aldermen defeated a meas- 
ure, recommended by D r of 
Public Safety Charles J. Riley, 
which would have amended the 
present anti-fireworks ordinance 
to make it a misdemeanor to 
possess fireworks in thé city. 

Political Activities Issue. 

Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg, 
before the meeting ended, toook 
the floor and criticized Civil Serv- 
ice Commission member Albert 
E. Schoenbeck, although not men- 
tioning him by name. 

Ziegenbalg said he had noticed 
in the newspapers that “a mem- 
ber of the commission (Schoen- 
beck) has been making political 
speeches in church.” 

Pointing out that the commis- 
sion has been making statements 
about city employes engaging in 
politics, the alderman ed, 
“Members of the commission 
should show their sincerity re- 
fraining from political speeches.”

American food. When near star- 
vation they were grateful for it, 
but they virtually quit eating it 
once conditions improved. 

UNRRA and interim aid foods 
placed on sale in regular channels 
never went really well here. 
Greeks able to afford it took 
sugar, beans, coffee, rice and 
other items they liked. Those get- 
ting foods on relief dropped around 
to grocery backdoors and traded 
their American canned goods for 
favored Greek foods. Occasionally, 
they: were even able to swap for 
a new shirt or a pair of pants. 
The European aid program was 


nearer a total flop in Greece than 
| anywhere else. 


American relief agencies had 
trouble getting food and merchan- 
dise on the market when it ar- 
rived. Wealthy Greeks, owning 
stores and shops, opposed foreign 
competition, with the result that 
many of the supplies were stored 
in warehouses. 

American relief officials made 
such an issue of the situation that 
gradually most of the merchandise 
has gone on the market. For ex- 
ample, bulk shipments of flour, 
sugar, coffee and grains have ar- 
rived on the market. The Greeks 
like these items for use in cook- 
ing their own foods. 

There are about 15 open-air 
shops along one Athens street, 
trading exclusively in UNRRA 
and interim aid foods. Here there 
is to be found an amazing supply 
of American face lotions, cold 
creams, razor blades, shampoos, 
combs, cheap ties, cotton hand- 
kerchiefs, bath salts, bobby pins, 
laxatives and everything available 
in American dime stores. 

Americans and Britons are mak- 
ing most of the purchases. 


Episode Increases French Worry. 
This conversation was reported 
back to the French Foreign Office, 
as it was intended that it should 
be, Its meaning was perfectly 
clear—beneath the facade of the 
Soviet “peace” offensive, a grim 
warning to the French. 

The episode occurred before the 
end of the six-power London con- 
ference on western Germany. 
However, French Ambassador 
Rene Massigli, acting on instruc- 
tions from French Foreign Minis- 
ter Georges Bidault, agreed to the 
establishment of a western Ger- 
man government at Frankfurt. In 
that sense, the no doubt carefully 
rehearsed warning from Moscow 
failed, , 

In another sense, this example 
of the well-established Soviet tech- 
nique of bullying has no doubt 
succeeded. For it has aggravated 
the French fear of a war in which 
the French would be powerless 
to protect themselves, a fear 
which is the most striking fea- 
ture of French political life today. 

New French Proposal. 

One reflection of this profound 
feeling of insecurity is a proposal 
which has recently been for- 
warded to the American and Brit- 
ish Governments on the initiative 
of French Premier Robert Schu- 
man. The French have proposed 
a joint demarche to Moscow by 
the three Western powers. 

The three powers would again 
assert that the Soviets are free 
to join their zone of Germany to 
the three Western zones, and 
would repeat that the formation 
of a western German government 
implies no threat whatsoever to 
the Soviet Union." The dual pur- 
pose of this demarche would be 


to the Kremlin that no further, 
conferences, on the futile pattern - 
of the past, are contemplated. 
And a third condition is that un- 
der any circumstances Russia 
should have no part in the man- 
agement of the Ruhr. 

It is extremely unlikely that any 
real Soviet-Western agreement 
could result from such a move. 
Yet it. might help to reduce the 
growing French fear of a Soviet 
armed assault on the Weat. 

Defense Is Basic Weakness. 


More formal American commit- 
ments to France and to the west- 
ern Europe union, on the lines of 
the Vandenberg resolution, will 
also certainly in part dispel 
French doubts of the depend- 
ability of the United States as an 
ally in the struggle between East 
and .West, doubts which the threat- 
ened meat-axing of European Co-

Cooling Off at Nuernberg 


Apparently Hitler’s “merchants of death” are 
not to be considered as fomenters of war. The 
12 directors of the.Krupp munitions works were 
acquitted at Nuernberg last April of the charge 
of having conspired to wage aggressive war. And 
the misgivings aroused by this verdict hardly 
are dispelled by the explanation now made by 
the court. Judge H. C. Anderson declares that 
the evidence did not show that “each defendant 
_ had actual knowledge of the plans for at least 
" one of the invasions” launched by the Nazis. 

This could be made into an easy loop-hole for 
the men who built up Germany's war industries. 
But whether or not the general staff actually 
showed its campaign maps to Alfried Krupp von 
Bohlen und Halbach and his associates, surely 
the men who were: boring the big Sevastopol 
guns in their Essen plant knew that war was in 
the making. And to deliver their guns and tanks 
at the right place and at the right time, they 
must have known about it in considerable detaii. 
Most of them were members of the Nazi party, 
and influential in its highest circles. They ap- 
proved of its objectives, and they poured their 
money into its coffers.. These industrialists are 
the men who. made Hitler. 

Of course, they may still be found guilty of 
plundering conquered countries or of brutalities 
against slave laborers. But while such outrages 
demand punishment, conviction on those counts 
hardly will serve the high purpose, with whieh 
the Nuernberg trials were started. That purpose 
was to make it clear once and for all. that eg- 
gressive war is a high crime against mankind, 
and a crime punishable by law. 

It was asserted that there was a sufficient 
basis in international law in the form of the 
Hague and the Kellogg-Briand pacts to maintain 
this position. And it was to be further strength- 
ened by additions to the “common law” of na- 
tions in the form of decisions handed down by 
the Nuernberg judges. Special emphasis was 
put on the point that this law reached not merely 
politicians and soldiers, but also those who were 
interested in promoting war for profit. ! 

That ardor now seems to be subsiding. Some 
of the Nuernberg judges have been questioning 
the basis of their authority. A shameful ex- 
pediency also has been cropping out in their de- 
cisions. One judge actually denounced the pro- 
ceedings because of the “possibility that the 
victors of the present may be the vanquished of 
the future.” There is a growing tendency toward 
letting the proceedings bog down in a welter of 
conflicting opinions as a preliminary to forget- 
ting about them. 

Things have gone too far for that, however. 
With the trial, conviction and execution of the 
arch-conspirators, the United States and the 
Allied governments were committed. If there 
are those who fear that in the end history may 
reject the legality of these proceedings, those 
who started them should at least make sure of 
getting credit for having carried their logic to 
its conclusion. They should at least assert their 
conviction that those who make the guns for an 
aggressive war are as guilty as thosé who use 
them. 

We believe that humanity will not reverse 
such a verdict. Nuernberg needs an infusion of 
its original spirit. 
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If Goal Mines Are to Be Safe 
Challenge of the Coal Pits: Safety 
Demands New Props—Built Jointly 

This is the headline over a full-page presenta- 


tion of the case for coal mine safety in the 


Christian Science Monitor, It is an admirable 
summary of what is needed. Mine safety does 
require new props. State safety codes are not 
enough, as the sad experience in Illinois and, 
for that matter, every other coal mining state 
proves. State safety enforcement must be backcd 
up with federal enforcement. 

Under present law, tederal inspectors may 
point out violations but they are powerless to 
enforce compliance. Is Congress going to halt 
for the conventions without action on the Landis- 
Kilgore mine safety bills? If so, it will not only 
ignore the horrible lesson of Centralfa, but in- 
vite another such tragedy. Gov. Green ran the 
risk and 111 men died in one explosion. Congress 
can run the same risk with no more assurance 
of getting by. 
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“Grabbling”—a Vanishing Skill 

A Detroit dispatch tells of a doughty battle 
between a determined fisherman and a 53-inch 
muskellunge in Lake St. Clair. The fisherman, 
one Arthur Smith, hooked the muskie but came 
near losing it when his boat overturned and 
threw him into the water. Undaunted, Smith 
waited for the fish to come up, lunged for it and 
held it bodily until a Coast Guard cutter chugged 
out and picked them up. 

The incident recalls a form of fishing which 
was once popular in the Midwest and the South, 
but which now is rarely practiced. That is 
“gtabbling” or “hogging,” or, in the Ozarks 
“noodling.” The fisherman gets in the water of 
a creek, lake or river and takes the fish by hand 
out of their nests in the mud or among the 
lily-pads, fallen brush or roots of trees. 

The fish usually will remain still while a man 
gently slides his hands along its sides until he is 
in position to hook his fingers in its gills. Then 
nothing remains but to take a firm hold, throw 
the fish well upon the bank and repeat the proc- 
ess until a mess of fish has been harvested. 
There is a trick in avoiding the fish’s fins; a fin 
wound, especially from a slimy catfish, can be 
nearly as bad as a snake bite. 

In an earlier day, it was not uncommon for a 
hunter to relieve the heat of a summer afternoon 
by a spot of “grabbling.” Coming home, he 


would empty a few big perch, bass or catfish

Big Steel Gets Bigger 


The Antitrust Division of the Department of 
Justice has lost its fight to prevent the United 
States Steel Corp. from purchasing the Con- 
solidated Steel Corp., the largest independent 
steel fabricator on the West Coast. The ma- 
jority of the Supreme Court ruled that the pur- 
chase was not in substantial restraint of trade. 
Justices Douglas, Black, Murphy and Rutledge 
dissented, however, pleading the Brandeis doc- 
trine of the curse of bigness. 

On such a pleading, as the majority opinion 
pointed out, the Department of Justice was not 
on the best ground. For only two years ago, 
Attorney General Clark completely disregarded 
this principle in letting United States Steel buy 
from the War Assets Administration—for 25 


cents on the dollar—the $200,000,000 Govern- 
ment-built steel plant at Geneva, Utah. 

By contrast, the deal for Consolidated involved 
less than $9,000,000. United States Steel’s pur- 
chase of Consolidated, moreover, is a logical, 
corollary of its purchase of Geneva, for United 
States Steel obviously needed to increase its 
fabricating facilities on the West Coast in order 
to make the best use of Geneva’s output. 

If the Department of Justice was really inter- 
ested in stopping the concentration of steel facil- 


ities in the West, it should have started with 


the Geneva deal, rather than wait for the minor 
maneuver on Consolidated. In the light of this, 
the majority opinion of the Supreme Court is 
understandable.

How often does a person have to disclose that 
he is mentally disordered before being safe- 
guarded and treated? 
That is a question which Missourians have had 


shocking occasion to ask themselves for the sec-' 


ond time in four weeks. 

Whether Leonard Bayless killed Mrs. Gladys 
Hallenbeck or whether he did not, it has been 
evident, long and abundantly, that he would do 
some harm to himself or to someone else unless 
méasures were taken to prevent it. 

There is a striking parallel between the rec- 
ords of Bayless and Norman Blodgett. The latter 
killed a deputy sheriff and wounded two others 
in an attempt to release a girl inmate from the 
Missouri School for the Feeble-Minded, at Mar- 
shall, May 23. 

Blodgett’s mother had known for seven years 
that he was dangerously irresponsible. He was 
committed to the school at Marshall in 1941. He 
escaped twice, and the second time he remained 
at large. Last July he threatened to kill him- 
self on MacArthur bridge, but was taken into 
custody, examined at Malcolm A. Bliss Psycho- 
pathic Hospital, and committed to the State Hos- 
pital for the Insane, at Fulton, whence he was 
released last March. ' 

Bayless’ brother Harry had had repeated evi- 
dence that he was dangerously irresponsible. So 
had his wife. Harry Bayless said his brother 
had an “anti-social attitude.” Once, on being ar- 
rested for juvenile delinquency, Leonard Bayless 
had tried to grab a revolver from a policeman. 
He had been fined in police court three times 
for disturbance of the peace. He had been sen- 
tenced to Bellefontaine Farm twice for theft. 
He had spells, during one of which he tried to 
choke his baby daughter. He beat his mother 
and threatened to “get‘’ her. When a cat scratched 
him he hacked the animal to death with a 
butcher knife. He was examined at Bliss Hos- 
pital two years ago after a blackout spell, 

As to what happened between early last Friday 
night, when he was drinking with Mrs. Hallenbeck 
at a cafe, and the next morning, when her body 
was found in Tower Grove park, Leonard Bayless 
says he had a blackout and doesn’t know. Dur- 
ing those dark hours a criminal assault and an 
inhumanly brutal murder were committed. 

Leonard Bayless is 21 years old. Norman 
Blodgett is 18. If they are ever to be dealt with 
for their own good and the protection of the 
community they live in, there can never be a 
better time than the present. 

Yet they—and how many others like them’ -- 
cannot be adequately dealt. with because Mis- 
souri lacks the laws and facilities to do so. 

How much longer will’ these omissions go un- 
corrected, and how many. lives will it have to 
cost? 
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Odd Subject for Partisanship 


It’s puzzling to know what there is Republican 
about yielding the Federal Government's tide- 
lands oil reserves to the states. 

If foreign policy should be bi-partisan or non- 
partisan, as most people agree it should be (re- 
gardless of what they make of it in actual prac- 
tice), shouldn't there be a similar freedom from 
partisanship about the measures which the coun- 
try adopts in order to be strong enough to bark 
up its foreign policy? 

One such measure is oil—what is done ito 
make sure that there will be plenty of it to de- 
fend the country whenever it needs defending. 
The last great reserve of oil in the continental 
United States is in. the areas just off certain 
coasts. The Supreme Court has ruled that the 
Federal Government has the dominant interest 
in thesé oil reserves. Various oil companies that 
are profiting from exploiting these oil fields are 
sponsoring, behind various false fronts, legisla- 
tion to annul the Government’s rights. 

Now the quitclaim bill, on the Congressional 
Republican Policy Committee's list of “desirable” 
measures, is being urged by 14 Republican Gov- 
ernors for priority on the list. Why isn’t this an 
issue as high above partisanship as any. other 
phase of national security? We think it is in 
principle, and should be in practice. 
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No Need to Repeat Old Errors 

How much does the memory of old mistakes 
keep our state officials from making the same 
errors again? Missourians are about to find out 


now that Gov. Donnelly has signed an ap- ‘ 


propriation of $2,000,000 for a new state office 
building at Jefferson City, 

Ten years ago, back in the administration of 
Lloyd C, Stark, Missouri constructed an office 
building for which $850,000 was appropriated. 
Just about every possible mistake was made by 
the then’ Governor and the other members of 
the Board of Permanent Seat of Government, in- 
cluding the then Attorney General, Roy McKit- 
trick, and State Auditor Forrest Smith, both of 
whom are candidates for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor this year. 

A very bad site was selected to begin with. 
Sloping in two directions, it produced a build- 
ing two stories lower at the southwest corner 
than at the northeast. Worse, however, than the 
effect on the building was the fact that use of 
the site killed the development of a mall from 
the Capitol to the south as envisioned for years 
in the State Capitol plan. 

The building not only did not provide for the 
future, but it accommodated only 70 per cent of 
the office space needs in 1938. The site ana style 
foreclosed expansion, as conditions might re- 


‘ quire. 


The 1938 building ignored the recommenda- 
tions of the Capitol architect, the late Egerton 
Swartwout of New York, who was engaged ar 
a consulting architect on the office building. In 
fact, Messrs. Stark, McKittrick, Smith and the 
others actually suppressed the Swartwout re- 
port because, as one member said, “there was a 
lot of hell in it.” 

Gov. Donnelly and the other officials who 
make up the Board of Permanent Seat of Gov- 
ernment today should look up the record of 
1938. They are doing more than spending the 
people’s money. They are expanding the peo- 
ple’s state capital. With all the warnings of 10 
years ago, there is no reason for repeating a 
single error of their predecessors.

f we are to win a global peace, we must 
recapture the three elements which enabled 
us to win the global war. 


First, there was our production. 
my belief that if America produced for 
peace as it did for war, all-out, without 
strikes or stoppages, inside of two. years 
the foundations of 
economic stability in 
the world could be 
established, 
The second ingre- 
dient of victory was 
a giobal strategy — 
something still muss- 
ing from the peace- 
waging. In addition 
to equipping our own 
armed forces, we sup- 
plied food or muni- 
tions to 43 different Bernard Baruch 
nations. At no time was there enough for 
everyone. Still, we managed to divide our 
not-enough so that our most distant allies 
were heartened to continue in the struggle 
until America’s own military machine was 
built up to score the decisive knockouts. 
Whatever is written about Franklin 
Roosevelt, one tribute all historians will 
have to pay him and his aides, like Gen. 
Marshall, Adm, King, “Hap” Arnold and 
others—they saw the struggle in its global 
dimensions and developed the necessary 
world-embracing strategy. 


A Steadier, Surer Pace 


For the “cold-war” attrition with the 
Soviets, the essence of any global strategy, 
I. believe, lies in pacing ourselves, It will 
do no good to sprint like mad for a year or 
two when the race isa marathon. We must 
learn to distinguish between those areas 
where we can achieve a quick decision and 
“holding actions,” where our plans must be 
shaped to a long, grueling contest, 

The third factor which made possible 
our wartime global adventure was what 
Woodrow Wilson described as “the highest 
form of efficiency ... the spontaneous co- 
operation of a free people.” 

Twice in my lifetime I have seen the 
American nation transform itself from a 
peaceful, war-hating people into the most 
terrible instrumentality for destruction the 
world has ever seen and, even more swiftly, 
revert to its easy-going “normalcy.” 


Capitalism Requires Peace 


The mainspring behind these actions is 
the American passion for freedom—that 
and the fact that war is the complete op- 
posite of our normal ways, as night unto 
day. For 100 years, students of Marxism 
have parroted the libel that the capitalistic 
system is driven to war by its very nature, 
in its hunger for markets and profits. The 
truth is that modern warfare has developed 
so that no economic system is more con- 
ducive to peace than one based on private 
initiative. 

Before a modern capitalistic nation can 
go to war, it literally must turn itself inside 
out. Only great provocations justify such 
a transformation. This explains why Ameri- 
ca’s strength has the quality of a storm, 
which, before it bursts, must gather unity 
from darkened, threatening skies. Only 


the clouding of great dangers will cause us 
to accept the restraints on our freedom 
which mobilization entails. 


Even when we do, the spur remains our 
determination to preserve our system. We 
fight to banish the danger which forced us 
to band together, so we can go back to our 
normally free, individualistic habits. Often, 
Americans are accused of not knowing for 
what we fight. “ Yet, ours has been a con- 
sistent—though perhaps inadequate—war 
aim, 


The Spur of Freedom 


We fight, not to implant ourselves on 
foreign shores, but to come home; not to 
remain warlike, but to return to war- 
hating; not to impose our will upon others, 
but so we can continue governing ourselves 
as we wish. 


Considering this behavior, faithfully fol- 
lowed through two wars and their after- 
maths, it is strange to have America ac- 
cused of being “imperialistic.” The propa- 
ganda of “imperialistic grabbing” is always 
couched in the future tense. It is what we 
allegedly are going to do for which we are 
smeared, not what we have done. 


There have been lapses, but through the 
years more often than not. the spirit guid- 
ing us has been that of Wilson in refusing 
to seize the oil fields of a friendly Mexi- 

neighbor, simply because “it wag neéc- 
essary.” 


Acts of Great Forbearance 


In this same spirit, we and Britain re- 
spected Ireland's neutrality during the re- 
cent war, although the inability to use 
Irish bases cost dearly in lives and ship- 
ping. One can also-point to our freeing 
Cuba and the Philippines; our long cham- 
pioning of the territorial integrity of 
China, even when every other power in 
the world seemed bent upon partitioning it; 
our attempts to make the self-determination 
of peoples a cornerstone of peace, 


The American system hasn’t produced 
perfection. It has brought the people 
further along in the pursuit of happiness 
than any other system. More important 
than material benefits, the people still hold 
the power to change anything. 


Equality before the law and change 
through the law are the two sides of the 
American coin. Americans can make no 
greater contribution to mankind than to 
demonstrate that these qualities will sur- 


vive as the “last best hope on earth.” 


Now, we again face what has been the 
test of survival for freedom at all times— 
that free men know when to unite and 
discipline themselves to preserve their free- 
doms. To make peace, we must achieve a 
new unity. Of all the kind words that 
could be said for Uncle Sam, the kindest 
are these, “He did it again.”

Between Book Ends 
of the Father

THE INHERITANCE, by Allen Seager. 

Schuster, New York, $3.50.) 

Mr. Seager’s novel has everything except 
a subject. The writing is mature, the 
characters are well realized, the scenes 
are vividly illuminated and the general 
view of life is compassionate and philo- 
sophical. If its central idea had merely 
been a thin excuse for a series of digres- 
sions, the book could have been accepted 
as a sort of small town anthology. But the 
author bears down so hard in emphasizing 
his theme that even a casual reader, with 
no interest in vaporous implications, will 
be forced to consider it. This reader, at 
least, was forced to do so and found it 
incredible. There is no internal evidence 
to justify the peculiar fixation of the main 
character; it's just a psychological vagary 
—interesting, perhaps, in a clinical sense— 
but hardly important enough to support 
the weight of 337 pages. 

Walter Phelps has a grudge against his 
home town and all its people. His animus 
is not caused by any injury to himself. It 
grows out of the discovery, made after his 
father’s sudden death, that the elder Phelps 
was one of the most hated men in the com- 
munity and for good reasons. Todd Phelps, 
the town’s banker, uses his position to play 
ducks and drakes with the lives of his fel- 
low townsmen. There is nothing to show 
that he drives a harder bargain than any 
other banker. He is resented, not because 
of his power but for his unconcealed atti- 
tude of contempt toward the creatures he 
manipulates so easily. 

If a close sympathetic relationship be- 
tween father and son had been postulated, 
young Walter’s determination to pay every- 
body off would have been understandable. 
On the contrary, Walter's feeling #* an un- 
easy mixture of pride, fear and distrust 
which is summed up in a shocking little 
scene when Walter, taking advantage cof 
his father’s drunken stupor, spits in his 
face. 

Yet though he is left almost penniless 
and though he finds that his father had 
deformities of character that even the town 
doesn’t know about, he takes over, almost 
avidly, the only inheritance that’s left him 
—the ill will of his neighbors toward the 
name of Phelps. What makes it all the 
more perverse is that the town is appar- 
ently quite willing, after his father’s death, 
to live and let live so far as Walter is con- 
cerned. 

If there is any deeper significance to 
Walter’s actions that are not described in 
the foregoing, it can only be compared to 
Mr. Churchill's riddle within an enigma. 
In any case, it is not revealed. So Walter's 
elaborately organized feud has little point 
and consequently is a burden to the narra- 
tive. It would be better, I repeat, with no 
ruling idea at all. 

Yet there are many characters in the 
book that are shrewdly observed, many 
scenes that have depth, color and passion, 
and much dialogue that has pungency. The 
whole section dealing with Walter’s friend, 
Eddie Eurcham, and his sojourn in a tuber- 
culosis sanitarium is so good that it could 
have been abstracted and made into an 
effective novelette by itself. 

The novel, in brief, offers a wealth of 
material. A curious failure of invention 
with regard to the central character, keeps 
it from being an important one.

No Salary for Radio Work.

The initial success of Count Ber-

the fighting regulated and reduced, 
and the opportunity to mediate the 
issues created. 

That is not everything. But it 
is a very great deal, and no one 
who understands the Charter of 
the realities of world politics 
would expect more. 

The root of the American vacil- 
lation on Palestine was the belief, 
based on misinformation and mis- 
understanding, that partition could 
be carried out only by the inter- 
national army. Last winter it was 
the general view—shared by many 
supporters of Zionism-—that an 
army at least as large as the 
British, upward of 70,000 men, 
would be needed to “enforce” par- 
tition.

Baseball Now Cleaner Than Ever 
Before, Minor League Head Says 


DALLAS, June 16 (AP)—Baseball is freer from gambling in- 
fluences than ever before, George M. Trautman, president of the 


minor leagues, said today. 

“It definitely is getting better 
and the isolated cases such as the 
one at Winston-Salem, N. C., in 
which I banned two men from 
baseball for life for bribery, gam- 
bling and game-throwing, should 
not be held against the sport as a 
whole,” Trautman declared... 

Here on a good-will tour that 
will cover some 10 of the minor 
leagues, the boss of the National 
Association of Professional Base- 
ball Leagues, said there was too 
much opportunity for gamblers to 
move in to expect baseball] to be 
entirely clear. 

“We have 438 towns 
leagues with approximately 15,000 
players,” he pointed out. “That 
is a good-sized community. Each 
community has a jail, you know, 
because there are bound to 
miscreants. When it is consid- 
ered that we have had only two 
gambling cases in two years 
throughout the minors—and there 
are more minor leagues than ever 
before—I think we can say that 
baseball is a mighty clean sport.” 

Trautman said he continually 
called to the attention of the club 
owners the danger that exists with 
regard to professional gamblers.

A Brilliant and Successful Play. 


W rector KAUFMAN, press di- 
rector of the successful musi- 
cal show, “Brigadoon,” writes 
as foNows: 

“The enclosed column reminds 
me of a winning play I once made 
of a similar nature, I think you 
may be interested. 

“Early in the game I had picked 
up a jack for three jacks. I also 
held two other three card com- 
binations. From the course of the 
play I was sure that my opponent 
also held nine matched cards and 
was holding on to the fourth jack 
to lay off in case I knocked, My 
odd card was a four spot that I 
knew would play on him and I 
drew an ace which also was a 
player. Therefore, I was faced 
with the normal choices of knock- 
ing and being undercut or dis- 
carding a card that would gin 
him. So I took a seemingly desper- 
ate gamble and discarded one of 
my three jacks. My opponent was 
puzzled since he could not figure 
what was going on. Instead of 
knocking and catching me with 
twenty points he discarded his 
jack. I picked it up, knocked for 
one point and won the hand.” 

Kaufman's extremely brilliant 
play is another good example of 
the fact that gin is not an exact 
science. There were three ele- 
ments of danger in it. His op- 
ponent might draw gin and catch 
him for-a lot; his opponent might 
figure out what was happening 
and knock; or his opponent might 
have drawn another player +o re- 
place the jack in which case Kauf- 
man would have been undercut 
anyway. 

However, none of these things 
happened and we are indebted to 
Mr. Kaufman for an extremely 
interesting and unusual play.

HEN asked to do a story on the controversial Walter Winchell 
in connection with his continued popularity, as exemplified 
by his recent new, whopping big radio contract, you think: 

Only a winner fails to falter over the 


long pull. And Winchell, like Old Man River, just keeps rolling 


along. 


Then you think: “But some wise 
guy will immediately say, ‘Ah, like 
Old Man River, but not so deep.’ ” 

You try again, this time in shal- 
low water, Finally you hit upon 
Tennyson’s “Song of the Brook.” 
You look it up, and settle upon 
two verses that some might say 
fit in part at least the fabylous 
Mr. Winchell: 


“I chatter over stony ways, 
In little sharps and trebles, 
I bubble into eddying bays, 
I babble on the pebbles. * 


I chatter, chatter, as I flow 
To join the brimming river, 
For men may come and men 


may go, 
But I go on forever.” 


Winchell, whose noisy chatter has 
been on the air for 16 years and 
either alarms, comforts, vexes or 
amuses between 20,000,000 and 30,- 
000,000 radio listeners each Sunday 
evening, if Hooper ratings are to 
be credited, will receive $520,000 
annually for his 15-minute weekly 
performances in 1949. 

The American Broadcasting Co. 
will pay the provocative little 
newspaper gossip columnist and 
commentator that prodigious sum 
to avoid losing its chief attraction 
to a competing network. At A.B.C., 
Winchell is to the program depart- 
ment what the center ring is to 
the circus, The entire Sunday eve- 
ning radio bill is built around 
Winchell’s 20.8 “Hooperating,” to 
borrow one of his own coined 
words, | 

With a seven-week-with-pay va- 
cation, Winchell will be heard 
only 45 weeks of the 52. For his 
15 minutes on the air, not deduct- 
ing time for commercial an- 


_nouncements, he will receive about 


$11,550 for each broadcast. Rough- 
ly speaking, his basic pay scale is 
at the rate of more than $46,200 
an hour or about $770 for each 
minute on the air. That makes him 
the highest priced one-man show 
in radio. His income even out-

glistens the golden glow cast by 
salary checks of Hollywood stars. 
Comparison of Winchel]’s new 
terms with those of other widely 
known radio news commentators 
is not just unkind, it is downright 
pathetic. The grizzled veteran, H, 
V. Kaltenborn, receives $4500 for 
each eweekly broadcast. Drew 
Pearson barely tops Kaltenborn, 
collecting $5000 for his pontifical 
15 minutes. The unctuous Gabriel 
Heatter trails Winchell by getting 
only $6000 for one program and 
$1500 for another, whereas the 
erudite and well-informed Ed Mur- 
row has sold his services for a 
$3000 sear aie 4 get pottage. 


N the basis of Winchell’s 1949 
Q) contract the fabulous salaries 

of leading motion picture earn- 
ers must be relegated to the lower 
brackets. The highest-paid stars 
listed this year by the United 
States Treasury Department didn’t 
even come close to the commenta- 
tor’s half-million plus. Their 
dollar batting avera,es disclosed 
they were not in the same league. 

Ginger Rogers topped the list 
of 1947 movie payroll champions 
with an income of $292,159. Deanna 
Durbin ran a close second with 
$262,875. Dennis Morgan drew 
$261,000 to show, placing well 
ahead of Clark Gable who was 
paid $229,687. In fifth place, Bette 
Davis was credited with earning 
$221,000 while poor Joan Crawford 
wound up sixth in the parade with 
a tepid $200,000. 

Of course, Winchell will not have 
to rely entirely for support on his 
radio pay. That income will be 
augmented by returns from his 
daily newspaper column, estab- 
lished now at between $150,000 
and $200,000. Even after the in-

The problem to A.B.C. was as 
simple as the name, “We thought 
it over for at least 30 seconds,” 
one executive said, “and met the 
C.B.8S. figure. Winchell was gen- 
uinely glad to stay with the net- 
work, and we were equally pleased 
at making the deal, We have no 
doubt that a sponsor will be avail- 
able at the price. If we sell the 
program for more, Winchell will 
get the difference.” 

What is the Winchallure (beg- 
ging the master’s pardon) attract- 
ing these golden offerings eagerly 
placed at the foot of his Del- 
phinian microphone? The answer 
is found in the fact that he is a 
super-showman, In the words of 
the old song, he often may be a 
headache, but on the air he is 
never a bore.

Placing Glass in Doors. 

N our opinion this is a tort of 

boondoggle job—something to do 

to avoid doing something really 
important. It involves replacing 
the upper wood panels in an out- 
side door with glass, and the 
point is either to let in some of 
that glorious sunlight or be able 
to see what’s going on next door 
without having to peek out a win- 
dow.

On the surface it seems that 
South overbid when he went to 
the slam on a four-card suit, but 
actually, there was sound logic in 
this bid, North, by jumping to 
five clubs after having made «a 
takeout double on the _ first 
round, showed even more strength 
than he was ready to spread on 
the table. 

The diamond king was ied. 
Dummy ruffed and a trump was 
returned. West held up the ace 
for one round, but when another 
trump followed, he saw no reason 
to hold up again, so took the 
trick and shifted to hearts. This 
made matters easy for the de 
clarer. He ruffed a diamond, 
drew West’s remaining trumps, 
and then could claim the balance 
with spades and hearts. 

West should have continued his 
hold-up tactics with the trump 
ace. After dummy ruffed the. 
opening lead, the one good chance 
to defeat the contract was to duck 
two leads of trumps, and only if 
declarer led a third round, to 
take the ace. Now West himself 
could return the fourth trump, 
knocking out the last trump in 
both declarer’s hand and the
